; STRAW LITTER. 

Writing on this subject inthe Weekly Irish 

Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :'— 

A good supply of clean, dry litter, preferably 
straw, should be always provided, and in 
this the morning grain feed of the birds 
should be scattered, so that they may 
have the necessary exercise of scratching 
for it. ‘If there is no danger of rats, 
the grain may be raked into the litter at 
night after the birds have gone to roost. 
A mid-day meal of gcod bow mash, 
moistened with warm water or brought 
to a crumbly state, is recommended. 
About an hour before dusk the remainder 
of the grain ration, which will be about 
two ounces per bird, should be given in 
the troughs. 

Hoppers should be open for a few hours each 

ay. The provision of ample supplies of 

fresh green foods is a necessity for birds 
kept intensively. The outer leaves of cab. 
bages —_ ae ene for cooking 
ur , lettuce leaves, onion tops, etc., 
con a suitable, but always with the 
ge that they are fresh and plentiful. 
Vhere people their own green vege- 
tables it should be always possible to find 
enough for the hens, otherwise it will 
have to be bought or got by some means, 
for, without greens or some good substi- 
tute in the mash, the health of the birds 
will be endangered.

COMPLAINT AT DUBLIN 
MEETING 


A meeting of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee of the Federation o Saorstat 


Industries, Ltd., was held at 17 Dame street, 
Dublin, on Friday last, Mr. Peter McCarthy, 
president, in the chair. Mr. J. A. Cassidy, 
liaison officer to the federation was in 
attendance. 

A report of the alieged evasion. of the 
Control of Manufactures Acts by four firms 
was tabled for consideration, and, after dis- 
cussion, a special committee was appointed to 
consider the matter in detail and report back 
to the council, 

It was stated that a number of manufac- 
turers had complained of the unhygienic con- 
dition of currency notes which ate used in 
such quantities for workers’ wages. In- the 
interest of cleanliness—-especially in the food 
industries—it was felt that this matter should 
he brought to the notice of the proper 
anthorities without delay. 

The president decided to communicate with 
the Chairman of the Currency Commission on 
this matter. 

A report was received from the federation’s 
patent and trade mark agents stating that the 
application for the registration of the federa- 
tion national mark had been filed. 

The report of a meeting of the Shirt and 
Overall Manufacturers’ Group held on 
Wednesday, 23rd September, was discusse | 
by the committee, and it was felt. that. 
although the import of shirts was smal] at 
the moment, there was a danger that the 
imports, especially from Japan, would 
increase and seriously affect this industry 
owing to the sales methods employed by: 
Japanese exporters. 


INDUSTRIAL GROUPS 


The director. reported that the federation 
now represented 70 industrial groups and that 
a scheme was devised and would be put into 
operation to extend these groups and facilitate 
them in their own individual work. Great 
importance was attached to the development 
of the federation along these lines, as it was 
felt that many benefits will accrue to 
industry generally as a result of this group 
scheme. 

The President intimated that he had been 
informed by the secretary of a large trade 
assoviation that its members intended to join 
the federation individually in the near future, 
with the object of forming a new group.

ARCHBISHOP SEEKS

CLAIMED

Answers were lodged on Saturday in the 
Court of Session at Edinburgh to the peti- 
tion of the Most Rev. Andrew Joseph 
McDonald, Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
St. Andrews and Edinburgh, who sought an 
injunction against the Fieieneat Action 
Society, Edinburgh, and its organising secre- 
tary, Mr. John Cormack, a member of Edin- 
burgh’s Town Council. 

The petitioner claimg the copyright in cer- 
tain letters written by him, when he was 


Glasgow. 

He says that he believes that the re- 
spondent intended to make public the con- 
ients of these private letters, written in re- 
lation to matters with which the respondent 
Lad no concern. 

When the petition was presented over a 
week ago, Lord Morison ordered answers, 
and granted an interim interdict. 

In thew answers the Society explain that 
they were uraware of the matters complained 
of when the petition was served. Had they 
been approached by the petitioner they would 
have explained that they knew nothing what- 
ever of the relations between the petitioner 
and the man in Glasgow, and had no letters 
or copies of letters of the petitioner in their 
possession.

The old story about the bad apple corrupting 
ail its companions gets a new twist, for the 
Board tells us that the amount of the gas 
ethylene evolved by ripe apples and bananas 
is sufficient to start the ripening of green, 
unripe fruit placed with them. | 


GAS-FILLED BANANAS 


We are informed that a small quantity of 
ethylene added to the air passing over the 
fruit produces the same effect. Experiments 
have now been made with air containing a 
definite concentration of ethylene of one part 
per million. This mixture caused the green 
fruit to begin to rinen after twenty-four 
hours, but with fruit that had ba started to 
ripen the mixture had little effect, probably 
because the benanas were already producing 
sufficient ethylene themselves. 

‘These experiments suggest,” states the 
report, “ that the efficiency of ripening rooms 
for bananas heated with coal-gas burners 
may be the result of a slight leakage in the 
gas supply. 
“The development of gas storage for 
home-grown apples.” jit is stated, “is pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily, and promising results 
have been obtained. Work on the & 
storage of home-grown pears has proceeded 
far enough to justify the statement that there 
is no reason why this fruit should not. be 
stored on the commercial scale for periods 
up to six months.”

W. FUREY, of Bangor, Co. Down. 
. on Saturday won the Phoenix Park 
car race of the Irish Motor Racing Clul 
at a speed of 77.16 m.p.h. Second plice 
was occupied. by Prince Birulongse of 
Siam, who had the remarkable average of 
99.34 m.p.h., and third place went to 
another is rman, T. W. T. McComb, 
taking part in his last race before Joining 
the Royal Air Force. 

Furey drove the car in which he won 
last year’s Thoenix Park race—a 1,287 
c.c. M.G.—but his average speed was 74 
miles per hour greater than in 1935. ; 
' “Bira” drove a three-litre Maserati, 
this being the first time that he had raced 
so big a car. As usual, his performance 
was irreproachable, and, though he was 
driving faster than any other competitor 
in the Park, there. was none who seemed 
so completely as he master of the machine. 
In the course of the race ‘* Bira’’ twice 
broke the lap record—in his second lap at 
101.6 m.p.h. and in his forty-sixth at 
102.3 m.p.h. 

McComb drove a 847 c.c. M.G. 


BY ONE SECOND 


There was a great tussle for fourth 
place, A. N. L. MacLachlan, in a 1}-litre 
Aston Martin, crossing the line one second 
before P. N. Whitehead, whose E.R.A. 
was the second fastest car actually to 
finish the race, and who made a great 
recovery after a pit stop to adjust his 
carburettor in the early stages. 

The race was watched by one of the 
biggest crowds that ever has attended a 
motoring event in this country. The 
organisation was first-class, and, fortu- 
nately, there were no accidents. It would 
be an exaggeration to say that the event 
possessed much of the element of drama, 
apart from the thrills provided by the 
amazingly high speds. Very few duels 
developed, and Furey’s victory of five 
minutes was not sufficiently close or un. 
certain to provide any excitement, 

If the big story of the race is that of 
the terrifically high speeds, the second 
most important feature was the amount 
of mechanical trouble suffered by the cars. 
This, undoubtedly, was in consequence of 
the very hot pace. Virtually from the 
start to the finish there were cars in 
trouble at the pits, sometimes as many as 
eight cars being there at the same time. 

Over a dozen pit calls had been made in 
the first twenty minutes, while before two 
laps were completed Char'es Goodacre, in 
one of the super-charged o.h.c. Austins, 
had retired with a broken petrol pipe, and 
Frank O'Boyle, in an Alta, with super. 


charger trouble. 


STORY OF THE RACE 

The handicap consisted entirely of credit 
laps, so that the entire field of forty cars 
was despatched together. By the time the 
Mountjoy corner was reached “ Bira ” was 
in the lead, followed by Austin Dobson 
(Alfa Romeo), R. E. Tongue (E.R.A.), C. 
J. P. Dodson (Austin), P. N. Whitehead 
(E.R.A.), P. F. Jucker (Alta), and A. 
Powys-Lybbe ‘Alfa Romeo). L. R. Briggs 
(M.G.) was leading the five-lap group, 
while M. W. B. May (Alvis) and D. L. 
Briault (M.G.) were very well placed, con- 
sidering their handicaps. 

By the second lap “ Bira ” had a sub- 
stantial lead. Jucker and Powys-Lybbe | 
had passed Dodson, while May and Briault 
had maintained their good positions. 
Among the smallest cars, it was noted 
that H. B. Prestwich (M.G.) was going 
particularly well. 

H. V. McCaughan, one of the reserve 
drivers, decided to join in the fun, and 
completed two laps before officials awak- 
ened to the fact that he had no right to 
be on the course, and flagged him off. 

‘ Bira’’ was leaving Dobson, his 
fellow-scratchman, far behind, the brakes 
of the Alfa-Romeo, it transpired, being 
so poor that Dobson could not afford to 
take any risks on the corners. Towards 
the close, however, he got in a lap at 100.9 
m.p.h., thereby satisfying his ambition to 
lap at over the century mark. By that 
stage “ Bira ” had already done 102.3 
m.p.h., so that Dobson’s “ hundred ” was 
in the nature of an anti-climax, though 
none the less creditable on that account. 


SLOW CARS LAPPED

POLICY PASSED 


The Government’s devaluation policy 
was passed by a majority of eight at the 
meeting of the Finance Commission of 
the Chamber this evening. Voting was 
twenty in favour, twelve against, and 
seven abstentions. Socialists and Radical 
Socialists voted in favour of devaluation, 
Communists abstained, and members of 
the Centre and Right voted against it. 
M. Blum’s majority, when he meets 
the Chamber to-morrow, therefore seems 
assured, though he is bound to be attacked 
for breaking election pledges to both the 
country and Parliament. 

Although opposed to devaluation on the 
grounds that it hits the smal] owner most, 
the Communists have decided to vote for 
the Government to-morrow in order to 
preserve the Popular Front, The Radicals 
also are expected to support the Govern- 
ment to-morrow. delaying their attack for 
a social issue later. 

Many who formerly favoured devalua- 
tion are now prepared to oppose it as 
introduced by M. Blum. They declare 
that he is frittering away the advantages 
derived from devaluation by compensations 
and subsidies to the stabilisation fund, 
etc. Conservative financiers point out 
that the success of devaluation abroad has 
been due to the fact that it enabled the 
Governments to proceed with ‘‘ masked 
deflation ’’ unknown to the public. This 
seems impossible here owing to conces- 
sions to labour, small capitalists and 
suchlike classes.

Association will be held soon to urge the 
executives of these unions to take strike 
action to enforce the demands, 

It is understood that before a strike 
is finally determined upon a meeting of 
the standing negotiating committee, com- 
posed of representatives v1 the unions and 
the Irish railway companies, will be held 
to consider again the possibility of 
restoring the cuts. 

Failing a settlement at this meeting, 
which is to take place in Dublin within 
a month, the men’s application will come 
before the Irish National Railway Wages 
Board. 

Notwithstanding the statement of the 
companies that their financial position 
does not warrant a change in the rates of 
salaries and wages, the unions are of the 
opinion that the financial position has 
considerably improved in the North in 
consequence of the pooling arrangement 
with the Roard Transport Board under 
the recent Northern Ireland Road and 
Rail Transport Act.

WHY SWITZERLAND 
DEVALUED

The decision to devalue the Swiss franc 
was explained to the Swiss people over 
the wireless to-day by Dr. A. Meyer, Pre- 
sident of:the Federal Council, who said : — 

“ I have a painful task to perform. ft 
came - as a great surprise to the 
Swiss people that the Federal

that it came as a bolt from the blue, es-

“ But in the last few days,” he went 
on, “- the decision of the French Govern- 
ment to raise its discount rate from 3 to 5 
per cent. showed the danger that menaced 
France by the exodus of gold, and it was 
not without its psychological effects on 
other gold countries.

It was clear 
that the situation of the franc would not be 
much longer tenable. But even this would 
not have induced the Federal Council 
to adopt the measure we contemplate if it 
had not been that the French devaluation 
was accompanied by special measures in

NO EXCHANGE WAR 


‘“The agreement between Great Britain, 
France and the United States will remove 
the danger of an exchange war and pro-

tion. We decided to join in this attempt 
at international stabilisation, and thus 
deliver our position from the pressure to 
which it has been subjected.” 

The Federal Council to-night requested 
the National Bank of Switzerland to fix 
the gold value of the france between 190 
and 215 milligrams of fine gold, corre- 
sponding to a devaluation of the franc of 
about 30 per cent.

JEWISH DAY OF 
ATONEMENT 


CHIEF RABBI ON WORLD 
PERSECUTION

In the course of sermons delivered by the 
Very Rev: Dr, L Herzog, M.A., D.Lité., 
Chief Rabbi of the Irish Free State, on Fri- 
day evening at the Adelaide Road Syna- 
gogue, and on Saturday, the Day of Atone- 
ment, at the New Synagogue, Dolphin’s 
Barn, Dublin, striking references to the pre- 
sent conditions in which Jewry finds itself 
in different parts of the world were made. 

Dr. Herzog said that when one reviewed 
the present state of affairs in so far as they 
affected the Jewish people, gloora in its very 
widest sense stared them in the face. The 
religion of three millions of Jews in Soviet 
Russia was in jeopardy, and unless a radical 
change took Fe in the attitude of the 
Soviet Government towards religion in 
general, there was reason to fear that in the 
course of a generation or two Judaism might 
become virtually extinct in that vast terri- 
tory. In Poland the plight of three and a 
half millions of Jews was appalling in the 
extreme from the economic standpoint, and, 
in addition to their dire poverty, they were 
made to suffer from the poisonous darts of 
Jew-hatred and Jew-baiting. 

In Gérmany the Jewish position was going 
from bad to worse, amd systematic efforts 
were increasingly made to make existence im- 
possible for the 500,000 Jews still remaining 
there. About 70,000 had already emigrated, 
and the greater part of them were in a dis- 
tressful condition. Whither should they flee? 
Alas! the plague of Jew-hatred, the most 
wicked and at the same time the most sense- 
less phenorhenon in this age of enlighten- 
ment, was spreading. 

_ * Thank God,” continued the Rabbi, “this 
country, geographically small, but morally, 
culturally and historically very great, has 
heen proof against that wicked craze, but, 
nufortunately, in a country so near home as 
England, anti-Semitism is beginning to be- 
come a source of disquietude to Anglo- 


Jewry. 

ny The position in Palestine is far from 

salisfactory,’’ declared Dr. Hertzog. ‘‘ The 

etic cradle-land of the Jewish race, for 
which Israel has been shedding torrents of 
tears during two thousand years of exile, 1s 
stil] in the claws of savage terror. The fate 
of Zion and with that the fate of Jewish 
history are hanging in the balance. 

“ And yet, despite all that, Yom Kippur 
[Day of Atonement] brings a message of 
light and hope, rending asunder the thick 
darkness which enshrouds the present, and 
revealing to our spiritual gaze a glorious 
Messianic future for Israel, embracing the 
whole of mankind.” 

Let them pray, concluded the Rabbi, 
with all the fervour and passion of their 
souls, for their brethren throughout the 
world. Let them pray that the Mandator 
Power in charge of Palestine might not sur- 
render to savage terror and thus betray the 
great sacred, historic pledge given to 
severely-tried and sore-stricken Israel.
